Council plan 
to keep dogs 
on their leads

PROPOSALS to stop dog own¬ 
ers from letting their pets off 
their leads have been 
questioned by a dog welfare 
organisation. 

The Kennel Club said Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s consul¬ 
tation on implementing dog 
orders was not the best way of 
promoting ‘responsible dog 
ownership’. 

Central Bedfordshire said it 
wanted to ‘strike a balance’ 
between the interests of resi¬ 
dents with dogs and those 
affected by dog activities. 

In Luton, the council said it 
was not considering introduc¬ 
ing similar orders but it added 
that it would be ‘watching the 
Central Bedfordshire consul¬ 
tation process with interest’. 

Under the orders, owners 
would be required to put their 
dogs on a leash in certain areas 
and when they are asked to do 
so by enforcement officers. It 
also makes the failure to 
remove dog faeces an offence 
and it creates areas where dogs 
are not allowed to enter. 


Central Bedfordshire’s con¬ 
sultation was launched last 
week and will run until July 28. 

Cllr Amanda Dodwell, from 
Central Beds, said the ‘vast 
majority of dog owners are car¬ 
ing and considerate’ but that 
the minority of irresponsible 
owners were having an ‘enor¬ 
mous impact’ on others. 

She said: “One of the key 
areas we want to tackle is not 
cleaning up after your dog - 
not only is it very noticeable 
and unpleasant, it also has 
potential health implications. 

“And those using our coun¬ 
tryside sites and footpaths 
have told us that dog fouling is 
one of the biggest problems for 
them.” 

She added: “We want to strike 
a balance between the 
interests of those in charge of 
dogs and those affected by the 
activities of dogs. 

“Bearing in mind the need for 
people to have access to dog- 
free areas and the need for 
those in charge of dogs to have 
areas where they can exercise 
them.” 

Caroline Kisko, Kennel Club 
Secretary, said the club would 


be responding to Central Beds’ 
consultation with their views 
on the issue. 

She added: “The minority of 
irresponsible owners are not 
likely to suddenly start picking 
up after their dog simply 
because it is on a lead, or being 
walked elsewhere. 

“Furthermore, banning dogs 
from one area or restricting 
proper off lead exercise will 
simply displace the problems 
as dog owners will be forced to 
walk their pets in other areas. 

“It also needs to be consid¬ 
ered how local authorities will 
enforce such restrictions, and 
whether or not they have the 
funds and resources to do so 
when they may not even be 
necessary. The best way to pro¬ 
mote responsible dog owner¬ 
ship is not to slap unnecessary 
restrictions on dog owners, but 
to engage with them. 

“The Kennel Club has helped 
numerous local councils to 
hold community engagement 
days which are often a far 
cheaper and more effective 
preventative solution, and we 
are happy to do the same with 
Central Bedfordshire Council.”

Crimewatch appeal for 
missing murder suspect

OFFICERS are sifting through 
responses following a fresh 
witness appeal regarding a 
murder 13 years ago. 

Bedfordshire Police made the 
appeal for information on a man 
wanted for the murder of Marcus 
Hall live on BBCl’s Crimewatch 
Roadshow on Wednesday 
morning. 

A £5,000 cash reward is being 
offered to anyone who can 
provide leads that result in the 
arrest of Adebayo Ekun, who is 
wanted for the murder of 18-year- 
old Marcus who was beaten and 
stabbed to death on March 21, 
2001. 

Seven men were convicted in 
2002/3 for the part they played in 
his murder but Ekun, now aged 
37, has so far eluded arrest. 

DI Tim Redfearn made the 
appeal alongside Marcus’s 
mother Icelyn Wilson. 

Adebayo Ekun was originally 
named as wanted on the BBC’s 
Crimewatch UK in June 2001. 

DI Redfearn said: “We have 
never stopped looking for 
Adebayo Ekun and four years ago 
we had good information that he 
was in Ghana. 

“Every effort was made with the 
help of our colleagues abroad to 
find him but he eluded arrest and

we lost track of him. 

“This time, we hope that the 
offer of the cash reward will 
prompt those who know him or 
know where he is to come 
forward. 

“I have no doubt he will have 
spent the last 13 years looking 
over his shoulder waiting for us 
to catch up with him. 

“He may look quite different 
compared to the pictures we 
have of him that are 15-years old 
and he has also used a number of 
aliases over the years, the main 
one being James Dalvin. 

“But we know he has family 
connections in Luton, London 
and the West Midlands so I am 
appealing for them to do the 
right thing and tell us where he 
is. 

“The £5,000 is payable on his 
arrest, we do not have to wait for 


him to be convicted to pay this 
reward. 

“We have the full support of the 
Crown Prosecution Service and 
can proceed to court the moment 
he is in custody. 

“For the sake of Marcus Hall 
and his family, please do the 
right thing and tell us where 
Adebayo Ekun is now.” 

Ekun is known to use various 
names in various combinations 
and several different dates of 
birth.

CRACKDOWN ON NUISANCE CARS 

BEDFORDSHIRE Police issued 
notices for cannabis possession 
and seized several vehicles in 
Houghton Regis during a 
crackdown on nuisance 
motorists.

Mum’s anger after 
baby visit refused

A MOTHER has voiced con¬ 
cern after hospital bosses 
stopped a doctor from treat¬ 
ing her baby son because he 
is normally seen elsewhere. 

Julia Savage, 34, usually 
takes three-month-old son 
Freddie, who was born with 
club feet, to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital every 
Wednesday to have his legs 
put in plaster casts to re-align 
his feet and ankles into the 
correct position. 

However, once in every 
seven weeks, their senior 
orthopaedic surgeon, Dr 
Philip Edge, has to be at 
Bedford Hospital on a 
Wednesday, where he 
normally works, as he is on 
call. As a result, he allows any 
patients from the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, such as 
Freddie, to be treated at 
Bedford so he is able to con¬ 
tinue their weekly treatment. 

Last week however, when 
Julia turned up with Freddie 
at Bedford Hospital to see Dr 
Edge, they were told he was 
no longer allowed to see any 
more Luton patients while 
working at Bedford. 

Julia, who lives in 
Harlington with husband 
Oliver, 33, and their other son 
Bobby, 3, said: “There wasn’t 
a surgery at the L&D for two 
weeks and the cast needed to 


be removed before then. It 
would have been dangerous 
for Freddie to have to keep 
the casts on for three weeks 
at this age and with his 
condition.” 

The mum of two said as a 
result, Dr Edge came to visit 
them specifically at the Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital the 
next day. 

She added: “He went out of 
his way to see us, above and 
beyond what most doctors 
would do.” 

Paul Tisi, associate medical 


director for surgery at 
Bedford Hospital, said: “Had 
the surgical management 
team been informed that the 
parents had arrived, an 
exception would have been 
made for the child to be seen 
and treated on that day. 

“I would like to apologise 
sincerely for the inconven¬ 
ience and for any distress 
caused. We are working with 
the L&D to consider how best 
to provide outpatient care for 
children closer to their 
home.”

Plans to build 52 
flats in High Town

PLANS to build 52 flats are 
set to be discussed by coun¬ 
cillors during a meeting this 
week. 

The proposals, which have 
been submitted by Luton- 
based Herdecke Properties, 
will see the housing built on 
the junction of Dudley Street 
and North Street in High 
Town. 

The 52 flats will include 46 
one-bedroom flats and six 
two-bedroom, as well as a 


common area, cycle storage 
and parking for eight cars. 

According to a council 
document which will be 
presented to councillors 
during the meeting on 
Wednesday evening, plan¬ 
ning permission was granted 
at the site for a similar devel¬ 
opment in 2007 but this has 
expired. 

The site is currently being 
used for the storage, display 
and sale of motor vehicles. It 
is hoped a number of the 
flats will be earmarked as 
affordable housing. 


The development is offering 
to make 15 per cent of the 
flats affordable housing but 
the council’s housing depart¬ 
ment has recommended that 
the number should be 20 per 
cent. 

Council officers have also 
recommended that council¬ 
lors approve the plans on the 
condition that the developers 
make a contribution to the 
local area’s education provi¬ 
sion as there is increasing 
pressure on primary school 
and secondary school places 
across the town.

FOOTAGE of the moment a 
car deliberately struck a 
pedestrian in a ‘hit and run’ 
collision two weeks ago has 
been released in an attempt 
to identify the driver. 

The incident, which hap¬ 
pened in Radnor Road at 
11pm on June 12, is being 
investigated along with 
another previously thought 
unconnected incident on 
May 25 in which a man was 
shot in the back with pellets. 

Both incidents are now 
being treated as attempted 
murder and detectives are 
potentially linking them 
based on information that 
has come to light following 
earlier public appeals. 

DCI Jason Gordon, who is 
leading both investigations, 
said the Beds, Herts and 
Cambs Major Crime Unit is 
working on the basis that the 
assailants involved are from 
the same group. 

He said: “The victims in 
both these incidents are lucky 
to be alive. 

“They both narrowly 
escaped very serious injury 
and it is clear the offenders on 
both occasions meant to 


cause serious harm. 

“We are re-appealing for the 
public’s help as the CCTV 
could potentially unlock 
these investigations. 

“There are clear links 
between the two incidents, 
even though they happened 
two weeks apart. 

“There will be people living 
in the community who know 
who is responsible. 

“Now they are being treated 
as attempted murder will I 
hope make people realise this 


is serious and come forward.” 

The incident in Radnor 
Road happened when a 
24-year-old pedestrian was 
hit by a car which carried him 
towards St Dominic’s Square. 
The car, thought to be a Seat 
Leon, did not stop. 

The shooting on May 25 
happened in Addington Way 
at approximately 1.30am. The 
victim, aged 18 was walking 
with friends when two 
masked people appeared and 
shot him in the back.

It must be plain to anyone that the vast 
majority of conflicts in the world from 
Northern Ireland to Afghanistan have their 
roots in the prejudices and misunderstand¬ 
ings created around religions. 

Young people should be taught ABOUT 
religion as part of philosophy, morality, 
mythology or sociology. But they should be 
shown respect by being allowed to come to 
their own conclusions when they reach the 


age of majority. 

Perhaps the same goes for British values: 
teach them about history, different cultures 
and about the various forms of government 
and let them draw their own conclusions 
about which systems work best. 

You never know, in the absence of any pre¬ 
conditioning they may come up with a fair¬ 
er economic system and a better form of 
politics. The world is in urgent need of both 
right now.

M ANY years ago our 
then Labour lead¬ 
er on the county 
council, John 
Tizard, announced he was 
leaving the Socialist Republic 
of Bedfordshire to go and 
work for Capita.

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Thousands reply 
to gypsy survey

MORE than 4,000 people - 
including around 2,800 from 
Barton-le-Clay - have 
responded to a council’s 
consultation on plans for 
gypsy and traveller sites. 

The responses, to Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s gypsy 
and traveller local plan, have 
been submitted to the 
Secretary of State this week 
for a public inquiry expected 
this autumn. 

The most recent consulta¬ 
tion ran from February 17 
until March 31 and received 
more than 1,556 responses, 
plus a petition against a site 
in Barton-le-Clay containing 
approximately 2,800 signa¬ 
tures. 

Central Bedfordshire said 
the feedback from locals had 
been ‘valuable’. 

All of the responses, along 
with those received in 
previous formal consulta¬ 
tions, will now be considered 
by an independent planning 
inspector appointed by 
the Secretary of State to 
determine whether the plan 
is ‘sound’ and legally 
compliant. 

After the examination 


hearings, the inspector will 
issue a report setting out 
their conclusions, identifying 
whether the plan is ‘sound’ or 
needs any changes. 

If the plan is considered to 
be ‘sound’, the council will be 
asked to adopt the gypsy and 
traveller local plan. 

Councillor Nigel Young 
said: “The sheer volume of 
responses proves what we 
already knew - that this is a 
challenging topic and causes 
a lot of debate for both the 


settled and traveller commu¬ 
nities. 

“Debate or not though, we 
have a legal duty to provide 
appropriate accommodation 
and this is what the plan sets 
out to do. 

“The feedback from the 
local community has been 
really valuable and has 
influenced the process so 
now we’ve given everything 
to the Secretary of State and 
will await a decision later in 
the year.”

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Uni caught up in 
government probe

THE University of 
Bedfordshire has been 
banned from sponsoring 
foreign students after the 
Home Office announced it 
was under investigation over 
possible visa fraud. 

During an emergency state¬ 
ment made in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday after¬ 
noon by Home Office 
Minister, James Brokenshire, 
it was revealed the University 
of Bedfordshire, which has 
campuses in Bedford and 
Luton, and the University of 
West London would be inves¬ 
tigated over national allega¬ 
tions of abuse of the student 
visa system. 

Speaking in the Commons, 
Mr Brokenshire said: “We 
have told two universities, 
theUniversityofBedfordshire 
and University of West 
London, that they are no 
longer allowed to sponsor 
new students pending fur¬ 
ther investigations which 
will decide whether they too 
should be suspended.” 

A spokesman for the 
University of Bedfordshire 
said: “The university’s 

licence to recruit has not 



been suspended. 

“Our issuing of 
‘Confirmation of Acceptance 
for Studies’ letters is currently 
paused, pending a full audit 
which we had been expecting 
and which will take place 
shortly. I am confident we 
will, through that process, 
demonstrate the robustness 
of our procedures. 

“We are not one of the group 
of universities with London 
sub-campuses that are to be 
subject to Quality Assurance 
Agency investigation and 
examination, which may lead 
to further action against 
those universities. 

“We continue to co-operate 
pro-actively with UK Visas 


and Immigration, as we have 
a shared desire to counter 
any criminal attack on the 
immigration system.” 

An inquiry carried out by 
the Government has found 
that an estimated 48,000 
immigrants may have fraud¬ 
ulently obtained English lan¬ 
guage certificates, despite 
being unable to speak 
English, by having someone 
else sit their entrance test. 

Mr Brokenshire told the 
House of Commons that the 
inquiry into the widespread 
abuse of the student visa sys¬ 
tem had found evidence of 
criminal activity, which 
would now be investigated 
fully.

CLIMB into the cab of one 
of the shiny new Vivaro 
vans lined up outside 
Luton’s Vauxhall plant and 
you could be fooled into 
thinking you’d jumped into 
a car. 

And that impression is 
only reinforced when you 
turn the key on one of the 
all-new diesel engines 
which can achieve 47mpg. 
There’s no rattle or clatter, 
just a quiet ticking in the 
background as you seach for 
the right station on the radio

and settle back in the very 
comfy and car-like seat 
which even has lumbar 
support adjustment. 

The cabin also doubles as a 
‘mobile office’ with plenty of 
storage and cubby holes, 
space to install a notebook 
and a clever mechanism 
which allows the front seat 
to fold into a desk. 

Pull away and it’s not just 
the interior that feels like a 
car. It is also remarkably 
car-like to drive. 

The gearbox is slick and 
precise, power delivery 
smooth with plenty enough 
power on tap to keep up 
with the cut and thrust of 
town traffic or cruise on the 
motorway. 

Our test drive route takes 
us out of Luton and a first 
stop in Milton Keynes at the 
home of MKP which makes 
12 parts for the new Vivaro 
including cross members 
and bulkhead panels. 

Threading the van through 
country B-roads is a fuss- 
free affair until we reach the 
home of another supplier of 
parts for the Vivaro - Magna 
Seating at Dunstable. 


The company employs 53 
people and mirroring the 
shift patterns with the Luton 
van plant, Magna makes 
single front seats, double 
front seats, and rear seats for 
the new Vivaro. 

On average Magna makes 
more than 118,000 seats 
every year or 506 per day for 
the Vivaro which has been 
designed by Vauxhall’s 
Luton-born design boss 
Malcolm Ward. 

He said: “After 13 success¬ 
ful years on the market we 
wanted to make the all-new 
Vivaro’s packaging even 
more attractive while 
raising the standard of its 
core capabilities.” 

Aside from the ‘office’ 
facilities in the van it also 
delivers as a rugged load 
carrier with neat touches 
including a load-through 
hatch under the passenger 
seat which can be specified 
to help transport items up to 
4.15 metres-long.

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Work together to drive 
out the drugs criminals 



Police and Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins on why police and 
communities working together is 
the best way to tackle drug crime 


DEPUTY Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tafheen 
Sharif recently organised a 
second Drug Action Day in 
the Biscot area of Luton, 
bringing together the police, 
the council, Inspire FM and 
drug treatment agencies. 

The aim of the exercise was 
to spread several vital 
messages about drugs. 

Dealing, even so-called 
‘soft’ drugs, wrecks lives, is 
linked to serious organised 
crime and, far from being an 
easy way to get rich, inevita¬ 
bly destroys the long-term 
career prospects of those 
involved. 

Working together, police and 
local communities can make 
our neighbourhoods hostile 
environments for dealers. 

The Police often piece 
together an intelligence 
jigsaw before swooping on 
multiple dealers, rather than 
tackling individual dealers in 
isolation - which may some¬ 
times create the impression 
that the police are not acting 


in response to reports from 
the community, but appear¬ 
ances can be deceptive. 

Families also have a respon¬ 
sibility to their communities 
to challenge inexplicable 
signs of affluence, for exam¬ 
ple, ‘where did the money for 
that flashy new car come 
from?’, rather than turning a 
blind eye. 

Nor do the ‘Mr Bigs’ escape 
the attentions of the forces of 
law and order. 

Indeed the six police forces 
across East Anglia co-operate 
in an organisation called 
ERSOU (Eastern Region 
Special Operations Unit). 

One of ERSOU’s recent 
success stories was to break 
up a gang involving a big- 
time Bedfordshire criminal. 


Not only did gang members 
receive long custodial sen¬ 
tences but they also had hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds 
worth of assets seized, 
including homes in the UK, 
Spain and Florida, jewellery, 
cars and cash. 

But the police cannot fight 
crime alone. 

To maximise success they 
need strong partnerships 
with other agencies who also 
have powers that can be used 
against criminals, and most 
importantly with the public.

THE Bots have a lot going for them. 

A quick scroll through the brothers’ tour 
photos paints a life of hedonistic gigging, 
skateboarding, pulling off ridiculous 
clothes and posing with Pharrell. 

Three albums deep into their careers the 
pair are still only, though I can’t verify this 
exactly and have had to do a bit of maths 
and guesswork based on previous inter¬ 
views, about 21 and 17-ish. 

Playing energetic, raw garage-punk, the 
siblings manage to pound out tunes that 
sound like far more than the sum of their 
parts which is mostly just drums, a guitar 
and vocals while also tuning into the 
American blues and ballad tradition. 

Growing up in Los Angeles Anaiah and 
Mikaiah Lei seem to have already toured 
the world’s biggest festivals from 
Glastonbury, to Primavera in Barcelona and 
Coachella back in their home state.

Jersey Boys

“GO ahead... make my play.” 

If you thought Clint 
Eastwood was an odd choice 
as director for an adaptation 
of the award-winning musical 
Jersey Boys, you were right. 

I may be wrong, but the 
legendary western actor 
doesn’t strike me as a man 
that has a passion for musical 
theatre - and it certainly 
comes across that way on the 
big screen. 

The high energy ‘song-and- 
dance numbers’ that made the 
live version a huge success, 
were surprisingly pushed into 
the background by Eastwood 
- in favour of a more dramatic 
take on the legendary band. 

Like the stage version, Jersey 
Boys focuses on four young 
men from the wrong side of 
the tracks in New Jersey, as 
Frankie Valli (John Lloyd 
Young), Tommy DeVito 
(Vincent Piazza), Nick Massi 
(Michael Lomenda) and Bob 
Gaudio (Erich Bergen) come 
together to form The Four 
Seasons. 


As the iconic group become 
increasingly popular, the 
pressures of success begin to 
take their toll, as their highs 
and lows are presented on the 
screen alongside their hit 
songs such as Big Girls Don’t 
Cry, Can’t Take My Eyes Off 
You and Sherry 

Jersey Boys is at its best when 
John Lloyd Young is singing - 
because as Frankie Valli his 
piercingly angelic voice is 
close to perfection. 

But what’s the most disap¬ 
pointing is that it feels like 
most of the movie’s heart and 
soul was put into the final 15 
minutes, and if the film in its 
entirety had half the energy of 
the ending, it may have come 
closer to getting near the 
excellence of the stage 
version. 

Perhaps if I had walked into 
the cinema prepared for more 
of a drama than a musical, I 
may have walked out more 
fulfilled.

Luton want to hit 
ground running 
with five home ties

LUTON RFC’s Director of Rugby Paul Allen 
believes a good start to the new season 
could prove vital to their promotion 
aspirations. 

Due to ground-sharing Stockwood Park 
with fellow London North One side 
Woodford for the coming season, Allen’s 
men have been handed five home 
encounters in their first six matches. 

Luton, who finished fourth in the London 
division last year, begin their campaign at 
home to Romford and Gidea Park on 
September 6 and Allen is hopeful his side 
can hit the ground running. 

“Our schedule helps us at the start,” said 
Allen. 

“We only have a trip to North Walsham to 
contend with before the middle of October 
which is good for us. 

“I think the issues will come just before 
Christmas with four away games in six. 

“It will be important we start well because 
that festive period will be a challenge.” 

Luton have two pre-season fixtures 
against National Two side Cambridge and 
National Three’s Hertford, in preparation for 
the 2014/15 season. 

Last season’s beaten East Midlands Cup 
finalists have also added a specialist 
springtime coach in order to keep the 
team in peak condition. 

“We will start pre-season on July 1 with 
pure fitness work, which the team will 
obviously be thrilled with,” said Allen. 

“In terms of looking ahead, we made the 
decision to bring in the spring coach to add 
extra training sessions to the season and 
hopefully keep us as fit as we can be. 

“In this league, it has been an issue for 
many teams and I believe the top two or 
three win their matches in the final twenty 
minutes because physically they are more 
prepared than the rest. 

“That is why we want to be more adept 
physically and push on in the important 
times of the season.” 

The Stockwood Park side have made three 
additions in utility backs David Duffus and 
National Two Otley’s David Graham and 
Pakistan international Mohammed Bascher 
and Allen believes the season is shaping up 
quite nicely. 

“I am happy with how things are 
progressing at present,” said Allen. 

“We have signed three good players and 
there are more signings in the pipeline in 
the near future. 

“Potentially, we could have more new 
faces by the start of pre-season on 
Tuesday.” 


BOXING 

LUTON-BORN boxer Jordan Reynolds says he 
found his best-ever form inside the ring to 
win a gold medal in the welterweight division 
at last week’s Haringey Box Cup. 

The 18-year-old fought through three tough 
encounters against international boxers 
during the three-day event at Alexandra 
Palace, London to take the top prize. 

Reynolds, the youngest boxer in his section 
of the competition, progressed via three 
unanimous decisions in his three-minute 
round fights on his way to winning the gold. 

Having been drawn against and beaten 
29-year-old Jamaican Norris Thompson in the 
first round, the West Ham ABC boxer breezed 
into a semi-final with Jordan Thompson 
before taking down Jonathan Francois in the 
final. 

Reynolds felt his best boxing came in the 
semi-final against Jordan Thompson. 

“Jordan was the hardest style to adapt to,” 
said Reynolds. 

“It was such a negative form of boxing that I 
thought could really upset me. 

“As a southpaw fighter it was always going to 
be difficult but I think the way I picked him 
off showed my overall fitness and stamina. 

“Top boxing journalists, Steve Bunce and 
John Denham, were asking ‘who shall I look 
out for?’ and people were saying my name so 
that is a great honour for me because they 
know the sport and they know a good fighter 
when they see one. 

“A year ago I may have struggled in a 
situation like that but I have become a much 
smarter fighter in the last 12 months. 

“Obviously, it was great to win in the final 
against Jonathan (Francois) but I think I 
boxed the best I ever have in that semi-final 
with Jordan.” 

Reynolds was at a disadvantage in the 
Francois final, with his Carribean opponent 
having had a walkover in his semi-final but 
the young fighter dug deep to add another 
credible triumph on his already impressive 
CV. 

“When I came into that final, I was aching 
and knackered,” said the young fighter. 


“I still managed to find something a little bit 
extra though. 

“By the end of round two, he had run out of 
ideas and certainly did not know what to do. 

“That played into my hands and I was able to 
take the unanimous decision.” 

The Luton man has had a productive 2014 
having recently spent time under the watch¬ 
ful eye of trainer Freddie Roach at the world- 
famous Wild Card gym in Hollywood while 
preparing for Haringey and he believes the 
hard work has all been worth it. 

“I had to lose a lot of weight for the Box Cup 
and people did not think I could do it,” said 


Reynolds. 

“I personally think I am in the best shape of 
my life so I happy how things are going. 

“Some people take the easy route and fight 
nobodys to gain recognition but I want to test 
myself to improve and become a better 
fighter.” 

“My next challenge is October’s Senior Elite 
Championships, where I won the junior event 
last year but if I keep up my current form, I 
see no reason why I cannot win the senior 
event as well. 

“It is an exciting time for me and I want to 
prove to everyone how good I really am.”

THE worst was confirmed for 
Luton Town supporters on 
Friday afternoon as hotshot 
striker Andre Gray completed 
his move to Championship side 
Brentford for an undisclosed 
fee. 

Gray, who turned 23 last 
Thursday, was the Conference 
Premier top scorer last season, 
notching 30 goals in 44 appear¬ 
ances. 

The pacey frontman had been 
attracting interest from various 
parties including fellow 
Championship side Blackpool 
but it seems a destination closer 
to home was more appealing to 
the England C squad player. 

“Just want to thank everybody 
at Luton Town for the amazing 
times you gave me,” said Gray 
on Twitter. 

“Helped me fulfill a dream of 
playing at Wembley and gave 
me memories I’ll never forget! 
Best moment of my life was 


winning promotion with you 
but now felt like the right time.” 

Speaking after the conclusion 
of the deal, Brentford boss Mark 
Warburton was delighted with 
his purchase. 

“Andre is a player we have 
tracked and who has just com¬ 
pleted an outstanding season in 
helping Luton achieve promo¬ 
tion and a return to the Lootball 
League,” Warburton told 
Brentford’s official website. 

“Andre has tremendous pace, 
good movement and a clear eye 
for goal. 

“As a football department we 
look forward to welcoming 
Andre on board and have no 
doubts he will make a very 
positive impact at 
Championship level.” 

Gray’s Griffin Park transfer 
coincides with last Wednesday’s 
coup of Boston striker Ricky 
Miller arriving at Luton. 

The 25-year-old netted 28 
goals last season and was 
subsequently handed the 
2013/14 Skrill Premier North 
Player of the Year award. 

Consequently, manager John 
Still believes the forward has all 


the attributes to take League 
Two by storm. 

“Ricky is a terrific goal-getter 
who caught my eye last season.” 
said Still. 

“He has an intelligent foot¬ 
balling brain in front of goal 
and he is hungry which I always 
like in a player.” 

“The fact he was out of con¬ 
tract made it a lot easier for us to 
make him a Luton Town player.” 

Despite having captured 
Miller, Welling United striker 
Ross Lafayette and Lowestoft 
Town full-back Curtley 
Williams already in a busy 
summer for the Hatters, Still 
says Luton are in talks with 
further targets at present for the 
upcoming season. 

The Skrill Premier champions 
have been heavily linked with 
Crawley Town midfielder Andy 
Drury amongst others and Still 
hopes there could be break¬ 
throughs during the coming 
week.
